They were designed to show 
some of the means employed for catch- 
ing or bagging the insects, as laid | 
down in the report of the Rocky 
Mountain loéusts commission. The 
report says: 
mechanical contrivances for this pur- 

pose. The cheapest and most satis-. 
facfory are those intended to, bag the 
insects. A frame two feet high and 
of varying length, according as it is 
to be drawn by men or horses, with a 
bag of sheeting tapering- behind and. 
ending in a small bag or tube, say 
one foot in diameter and two or three 
feet long, with a fine wire door at the 
end to admit the light and permit the 
dumping of the insects, will do admir- 
able work. The insects gravitate to- 
ward the wire sereen, and when the 

secondary bag is full they may be 
emptied into a pit dug for the pur- 

. These bugging machines will 

. more effectual by having 
runners at a distance of about every 
two feet, extending a foot or so inf 
front of the mouth, so as to more 
thoroughly disturb the insects; and
